In each case there was to be added to the 
amount of the award costs and expenses. 
The Circuit Judge directed that the awards 
should be levied on Sligo County at large. 
To this the Sligo County Council took ex- 
ception on the ground that the malicious in- 
juries In respect of which the awards were 
made arose out of a trade dispute, which only 
affected the town of Sligo, and they now 
asked for liberty to appeal against the levy 
being made on the county-at-large. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Ó Briain (in- 
structed by Mr. J. Tarrant) appeared for tle 
County Council; Mr. Carson, K.C., and Mr. 
Gogarty (instructed by Mr. 8. H. Derham) 
for the Sligo Corporation; and Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Pringle (instructed 
by Messrs. Argue and Phibbs) for the three 
firms in whose favour the awards were made. 


A TRADE DISPUTE 


Stating the grounds of the appeal, Mr. 
Lavery said that the High Court had made 
“no rule’’ on a motion brought by the 
County Council for liberty to appeal against 
the area of charge, although the time for 
doing so had expired. There were special 
circumstances in respect of the position of 
the County Council, which, in his opinion, 
justified the granting of the present appli- 
cation. The malicious acts which were the 
subject matter of. the proceedings in the 
Circuit Court were apparently done in pur 
suance of a trade dispute confined to ths 
borough area of Sligo, and the County Coun- 
cil claimed that the Circuit Judge should 
have directed the decrees to be levigd on the 
borough only, and not on the county-at- 
large. There were three separate malicious 
acts on the property of three separate firms, 
but all were part of the same set of circum- 
stances. The evidence in regard to each 
was very much the same, and all the cases 
were decided by the Circuit Judge on the 
same day. Under the rules, an appeal 
against the Circuit Judge’s order should be 
hrought within fourteen days from that date. 
However, no notice of appeal was served 
within that time, but the County Council 
leter decided to appeal, and application for 
liberty was made to the High Court on 14th 
January, 1935, in each case. No rule was 
made on that, and hence the present appli- 
cation. 

In reply to the Chief Justice, 

Mr. Carson said that, on behalf of the 
Sligo Corporation, he objected to any change 
in the area of charge. 


A SOLVENT BODY 


Mr. Maguire said that his three clients 
also opposed, as they had already got a per- 
fectly good decree against a solvent body, 
and wanted to hold it. 

Mr. Lavery said that the county-at-large 
included the borough of Sligo, but the County 
Council objected to being compelled to pay 
any part of the awards for malicious acts 
arising from a strictly borough trade dis- 
pute. The reason for the dohey in giving 
notice of appeal against the area of charge 
was set out in the affidavit of the solicitor 
to the County Council. The decrees were 
pronounced on 7th December, There was a 
meeting of the County Council on 8th Decem- 
ber, but the matter did not arise, and the 
solicitor was not present at the meeting. 
The: solicitor had no authority on his own 
volition to serve notice of appeals he had to 
get it from the County Council. The next 
meeting of the County Council was on 22nd 
December. At the meeting certain members 
indicated their wish to appeal, but, as the 
fourteen days’ time limit had already ex- 
pired, it was decided to take counsel’s 
opinion on the situation. Counsel’s opinion 
was brought before the County Council at 
their next meeting on 5th January, and the 
solicitor was then instructed to move for 
liberty to appeal. The position was com- 
plicated by the fact that there was some 
difference of opinion on the County Council. 
The members representing the rural areas of 
County Sligo were most anxious to appeal, 
as they looked upon the subject matters of 
the awards as peculiarly borough matters, 
whereas there were some other Councillors 


anxious to ease the burden on the borough.

} 
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JUDGE’S DISCRETION 


The Chief Justice said that the Circuit 
Judge, who knew the local circumstances, had 
a discretion in fixing the area of charge, and 
did so in order, if possible, to penalise the 
districts he deemed responsible for malicious 
outrages, There should be very substantial 
grounds before that discretion was interfered 
with, 

Mr. Lavery said that :t was a common case 
that the malicious acts here arose out of a 
horough trade dispute, and the County 
Council submitted that the Circuit Judge 
should have made the charge a local one... 

Mr. Gogarty, for the Sligo Corporation 
argued that no discretion should be exercised 
in favour of the County Council, as they “vad 
had ample opportunity of appealing in time. 
The Cireuit Judge really decided those cases 
on 29th November, and adjourned them to 
7th December, so that the area of charge 
might be argued. That gave the County 
Council virtually another eight days, along 
with the fourteen fixed by the rules. A 
notice of appeal could have been given by 
their solicitor, even if he had to wit draw it 
afterwards. The Sligo County Council were 
hardened litigants in the sense that they had 
to deal with malicious injury awards at every 
Cricuit Court, and they must have known all 
about the procedure to be followed. Even 
if they were allowed to appeal. against the 
judgment of the Circuit Seent, there was 
no reason to think that they would 
sucteed in it, because the people i who 
set fire to the premises of the applicants 
on the night of 17th March, 1934, id not 
belong to Sligo town. He could tell Mr. 
Lavery where they came from, i 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—Do not tell him 
now. Keep your ammunition for the hearing 
of the appeal in case it is allowed. (Laughter. ) 

In the course of further discussion it was 
stated that, if there were any aang in the 
area of charge now, the firms entitl i to com- 
pensation might be two years waiting for 
pavment, as provision would have to. 
bail for it in the rate imposed on Sligo 
orough. 


MOTION OPPOSED 


Mr. Maguire, on behalf of the applicants 
for compensation, said that his clients were 
ratepayers, and asked the Court not to give 
the County Couneil liberty to appeal. - he 
County Council were represented in the Cir- 
cuit Court on 7th December, and at their 
meeting on 8th December they must have 
known all about the, Judge's order ily 
rompensation on the county at args.

ro must have known it, ‘Even if they had 
not time to discuss it then, a special meeting 
could have been called at three days’ notice 
at the expense of a postage stamp, instead of 
delaying until the ratepayers had to incur 
the expense of applications to the High Court 
and the Supreme Court.

given had been in operation for the last nine |

MOTION TO REDUCE 
CAPITAL 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


A preliminary application was made by 
Mr. Poole (instructed by Messrs. Barrington 
and Son) on behalf of Messrs. Minch, Norton 
and Co., Ltd., malsters, 10 Westmoreland 
street, Dublin, for directions in relation to a 
petition of the company for confirmation by 
the Court, of a scheme for the reduction of 
the capital of the company from £350,000, 
divided into 175,000 crdinary shares of £1 
each and 175,000 preference shares of £1 each, 
to £175,000, divided into 175,000 ordinary 
shares of 10s. each and 175,000 preference 
shares of 10s. each, the reduction to be 
effected by returning to the holders of the 
issued shares 10s. in respect of each share. 

Mr. Poole said that the reason for the 
application was that there was not now so 
much whiskey sold as formerly there was, and 
the capital proposed to be paid off was in 
excess of the wants of the company.

CROWN. ROT IN SUGAR 
BEET 


-—__@—_—_~ 


Crown rot in sugar beet, said Dr. Paul A. 
Murphy, of University College, Dublin, in a 
broadcast talk from 2RN last night, can 
be cured by applying borax to the soil. 

Having dealt with the disease 
appearance, Dr. Murphy said that experience 
to date indicates that the important point is 
not how much boron is present in beet soils, 
but how much is available. The addition of 
lime largely increases crown rot, not by 
reducing boron, but, apparently, by making 
it unavailable, and drought seems to have 
that effect. Steps are now being taken to 
see if the horax can be mixed with the 
fertiliser. Experiments have shown that 
treating beet seed increases the germination 
by 25 per cent. A good dust dressing gave 
this result at Glasnevin last year. It was, 
he said, better to dress the seed at home 
than to have it dressed in bulk by the pro- 
dncers,

PROTEST BY OTHER 
TRADERS 


Severe criticism of people who support 
‘cut-price’’ shops was tede at the Conyen- 
tion of the Irish Retail Confectioners’ and 
Allied Trades’ Association, held in Wynn's 
Hotel, Dublin, last night. ’ 

Mr. J. J. Hart (chairman), moving the 
adoption of the annual report and financial 
statement, said that it was difficult to under- 
stand the mentality of public officials, the 
professional classes and trade unionists 
patronising these “‘scab shops,’’. which were 
not entitled to be supplied by manufacturers, 
but which had to depend for their supplies 
on underhand methods. 

“The most remarkable thing,” he con- 
tinued, “is that the manofacturers must 
know those who are buying in large quantities 
every week from them, and they should be 
able to stop—directly or indirect]y—supplies 
going to the price-cutters. It is their duty 
to protect their own fixed prices. If they fail 
to do this, the only other course for them to 
“mm is to reduce their present prices and 
enable the retail trade to sell at the same 
price as the cutters.” 

In conclusion, he suggested that the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce should 
get his Department to take charge of matters. 

Mr. J. McInerney said that any day of the 
week they could see manufacturers supply- 
ing “‘cut-price’’ shops, “ [t is not only the 
poor people who support the shons, ' he said; 
“yen see people driving up to the shops in 
their motor cars.” He added that it was up 
to their own Government to do something 
about the menace of “‘ price-cut’’ shops.

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RACIAL SURVEY OF 
IRISH PEOPLE 


LECTURE BY DR. 
DR. PERTHUIS 


For the first time in history we have 
attempted to make a racial study of the popu 
lation of a whole country, and Ireland has 
been chosen for the research, said Dr. C. W. 
du Perthuis, Research Student of Harvard 
University, in the course of a lecture last 
night to the Experimental Science Association 
of Dublin University. 

The lecture was under the title of '' Notes 
and Observations of Recent Anthropometric 
Investigaticns,’’ in the course of which Dr. | 
Perthuis spoke of the experiments carried out | 
in America. 

The racial survey of Ireland which he is 
carrying out is one part of the threefold pro 
gramme, covering archeology, social philan- 
om. and physical anthropology, being car 
ried out by the Harvard University in this |

‘Rugby Tactics 


While watching the International 
Rugby match between Ireland and 
Scotland last Saturday, writes a corre- 
spondent, it occurred to me that the per- 
fect Rugby team must ever remain an 
impossible ideal. Perhaps, the nearest 
approach to it was provided years ago by 
New Zealand, whose players succeeded in 
blending initiative and combination to a 
remarkable degree. It is interesting to 
observe how the different countries try to 
attain this balance at the present time. 
The English, for instance, put their faith 
in attack by means of brilliant passing 
movements and effective kicking, but they 
have, to some extent, neglected their de- 
fence. - For some years past our own 
players seem to have concentrated on 
sound tackling, and they have apparently 
been warned that combination is more 
important than individual effort, It is a 
question, however, whether this tendency 
to restrain individual initiative has not 
over-reached itself. There were some 
occasions on Saturday when a little 
selfishness on the part of our three- 
quarters might have been more profitable 
than indiscriminate passing. After all, 
the virtue of some of the greatest players 
in the history of the game consisted in the 
fact, that they knew just when to be 
selfish. It is also important that some- 
thing should be done about Irish place- 
kicking. Many old Rugby followers must 
have sighed for H. H. Corley on Satur- 
day when they remembered the mag- 
nificent. penalty goal he once kicked 
against England almost from his own 
twenty-five. As it was, a schoolboy im- 
mediately behind me voiced the feelings of 
most of us when he remarked that he 
would have been ashamed if his grand- 
mother had failed to convert at least two 
of the Irish tries. 


John Hitchel 


A correspondent writes:—In the recent 
notes concerning John Mitchel that have 
appeared in the “ Irishman's Diary,” 
little, if any, reference was made to one 
characteristic of his which surely was 
worthy of greater attention. I refer to 
the fiercely anti-clerical sentiment that 
disfigured his great work, the ‘‘ Jail. 
Journal.” Denunciation of individual 
churchmen who condemn certain political 
activities seems to be an unavoidable part 
of what one may call the nationalist cam- 
paign, but, to,the best of my recollection, 
Mitchel was the only leader who attri- 
buted the weight of our misfortunes to the 
influence of religion. Probably, the ex- 
planation is that Mitchel was swayed by 
an advanced materialistic concept of life 
then advocated by some French authors. 
Certainly the Irish nation of which he 
dreamt was not the reincarnation of the 
old Gaelic civilisation which occupies the 
thoughts of present-day patriots. Yet his 
writings in themselves are so excellent 
that, with a few of the more violent 
passages elided. they are still used as text- 
books in schools and colleges. 


Cards on the Quays 


Dockers on the Dublin quays are not 
by any means a lazy lot.

Collins, B.A., solicitor, lectured to the In.

The lecturer mentioned that cases of airang- 
ing debtors were more frequent than actual 
bankruptcies. In many of these cases difficulty 
is experienced owing to badly-kept or 
neglected books. Care should be exercised in 
allowing for bad debts when arriving at the 
assets of the arranging debtor, as country 
traders are frequently too optimistic on this 
point. Mr. Collins called attention to the 
fact that the majority required for an arrange- 
ment at a creditors’ meeting is three-fifths in 
number and value of those present or repre- 
sented, not, as is sometimes supposed, three 
fifths of all the creditors.

YOUTHFUL ADVENTURES 


Lopez de Vega was himself one of the most 
characteristic personalities that ever lived in 
Spanish literature. He was born in 1562, at 
Madrid. His father, who was not of the 
highest nobility, came from the North of 
Spain, of strong mountain stock, where every 
gor thought himself a nobleman. De 
ega’s father was rather a wild person. He 
followed a lady te Madrid—but his wife 
followed him and brought him home. De 
Vega had that queer strain in his blood. 
At five years of age the dramatist could 
read Spanish and Latin. His love of 
was so great that before he could write he 
made people write down what he dictated. 
Lopez became an expert dancer and fencer, 
but when his father died in 1578 he became 
very poor and the Church came to his aid. 
In the 16th century the Church was the 
universal provider. of there was a promising 
youth the priest would give money for his 
education — even as far as the University. 
Lopez de Vega was poor, and the local bishop 
took him into his service and sent him to 
Salamanca, the second greatest University in 
Spain. He was a brilliant student, and, having 
considered. whether he would go into the 
Church or the Army, chose arms as his pro- 
fession, when twenty years of age. 
After a victorious expedition he settled 
in Madrid as secretary to a nobleman and 
studied mathematics, astrology and , 
He began to write for the theatres, and his 
entrance into drama coincided with one of the 
greatest scandals of his life—he had many ; 
this one began at the stage door. In his auto- 
biography, he described the lady’s beauty, 
but later wrote satires about her, and her 
father had him arrested. He was condemned to 
eight years’ exile from Madrid, but went 
““on the run,” and remained in the city until 
he joined the Spanish Armada. id not 
hear much about him in that event, but his 
brother was killed in the action of the 
Spanish Armada, and Lopez converted paper, 
on which he had written many lines of poetry, 
into a gun wad. When he came home to 
Valencia he had already finished a long 


poem. 
A DOUBLE LIFE 


Returning to Madrid, he entered the ser- 
vice of the Duke oí Alba, grandson of the 
more famous Duke. During this period de 
Vega fell in love with a lady whose husband 
was abroad, and, getting married to the 
daughter of a wealthy horse-factor in Madrid, 
he ran two ménages at the same time. While 
he was living this kind of life he exhibited 
also an extraordinary emotionalism, from the 
religious point of view, and wrote some most 
beautiful religious poems. 
He lived also a double literary life, and 
was prouder of his lyric poems than of his 
plays. He wanted to be a man of the 
Renaissance. He wanted to write 
verses and prose, but at the same time his 
real urge was for the theatre. They found 
the same thing in Cervantes. Spain had had 
its Renaissance, copying Italy, but at the 
same time there was a turning back to the 
Middle Ages, which Spain never got rid of, 
and there was much writing of pale reflections 
of Tasso and Ariosto, 
While Lopez de Vega was leading a double 
life, it seemed that he was also preparing 
himself for Holy Orders, and when his wife 
died he took Minor Orders in 1514. On one 
side he was a scandalous character, and yet 
sometimes had iods of remorse, when he 
used to live the life of an ascetic, and flogged 
himself until blood flowed.

It 
is high time that something was done. A 
bill to revise the whole system of election 
and control, to consolidate the multitnde of 
local laws, and to nationalise our Ports and 
Harbour Boards, should be immediately intro. 
duced into the Dail. All sectional develop- 
ment bills should be held up pending this 


measure. 
The Government have at their disposal the 
oats report to which I have referred.

How a burglar can be caught in the act 
through the medium of a slender ray of light 
was described to an /rish T'rmes reporter by 
Professor J. H. J. Poole, yesterday, at the 
exhibition of scientific apparatus which waa 
held in the science room of the Royal Dublin 
Society's premises at Ballsbridge. 

Mr. Poole exhibited an apparatus which is 
divided into two parts. A ray of light from 
one of these parts is thrown on to the other 
section. If an object passes through, or ob- 
structs this ray, a bell rings loudly to warn 
the occupants of the presence of an intruder. 
The apparatus is one of the most popular on 
exhibit, and created much interest among 
the science students and others wlio attended 
the exhibition. 

Mr. P. O'Callaghan exhibited an apparatus 
which is called the Cathode-ray Oscillograph. 
This records the harmonic variations of the 
voice, A little glass disc shows a straight 
line, and when, for instance, one whistles 
into the receiver the line fluctuates. Thus the 
voice and other sounds are actually photo- 
graphed and displayed on the disc. 

Mr. T. E. Nevin had on view an instrn- 
ment for the vacuum deposition of metals. 
lt is used for the fixing of a film of 
aluminium on glass. It is being used at the 
present time in America for coating the 
mirrors of the telescopes used for astrono- 
mical research. Up to the present time 
silver was used for the purpose, but it was 
discovered long ago that the silver tarnishes 
on exposure to the air in about six months’

Christendom. Why did Poland finally collapse 
at the end of the 18th century’ In 1506 the 
Crown had become powerless to legislate 
without the common consent of the two 
Chambers. Sound as it was in itself, this law 
caused extraordinary and truly disastrous con- 
sequences. The Polish people were, and still 
are, extremely individualistic and independent, 
both in their opinions and actions. The law 
of 1605, in contact with this individualistic 
mentality degenerated in time into what has 
become known as the “liberum veto’’; an 
absurd situation was created in which any 
unruly, dissatisfied, or even bribed deputy 
was in a position to make void and inopera- 
tive any piece of legislation, however im- 
portant or vital for the State and common 
welfare. 

“Together with incessant party strife and 
faction, this evil undermined and ul- 
timately destroyed the oid Royal Republic. 
In vain the best Polish kings, statesmen, 
churchmen and philosophers make desperate 
efforts to awaken the public conscience, and 
b-ing about an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion. Any attempt to increase the authority 
of the Executive power was immediately de- 
nounced as an onslaught on the liberties of 
the people.’ The Polish electors-certainly suc- 
ceeded in escaping the ‘‘absolutem dominium”’ 
under their own kings and ministers, only to 
precipitate the collapse of the very edifice 
under which they were so jealously cultivat- 
ing their individual liberties. 


FIRST PARTITION 


The year 1773 was marked by the tragic 
awakening to realities; the first partition of 
Poland, committed by Russia, Prussia and 
Austria, tore away about one-third of her 
territory. In 1791 a new Constitution was 
created; the Throne became hereditary, was 
suppressed, and the Executive strengthened. 
A few years later a complete liberation of the 
peasants from serfdom was proclaimed by 
manifesto, issued by the national leader

PANAMA, Tuesday. 
The republic of Panama returned to 
Washington to-day the cheque sent to 1% 
by the United States for 250,000 dollars 
(£50,000) for the rental of the Panama 
Canal. i 
Panama refuses to accept payment in 
‘‘ depreciated currency,”’ and points out 
that the agreement for the lease of the 
canal stipulates payment in gold. 

A further payment of a quarter of a 
million dollars is now due, and Panama 
has informed the United States adminis- 
tration at Washington that unless she 
receives the equivalent of 500,000 dollars 
in gold, which is over 800,000 paper 
dollars, she must default in her payments 
on the 16,000,000 dollars worth of Panama 
Bonds held in the United States, on which 
the debt services have been maintained up 
to the present. 

Panama rejected a United States cheque 
for a similar amount last November on 
the same ground. She bases her claim 
for payment in gold on the 1903 treaty 
with the United States.

CARLOW, Tuesday. 

At Carlow Circuit Court to-day, before 
Judge Sealy, K.C., Mr. MeEnery (in- 
structed by Mr. T. Doyle, State Solicitor) 
said that he had been directed by the 
Attorney-General to apply to have the trial 
of the three Urban uncil officials— 
William A, Lawler, Town Clerk ; Thomas 
Leech, town rate collector, and James 
Doyle, 8.8.0.—who were charged with 


forgery and embezzlement transferred to 


the Central Criminal Court in Dublin.

“ What about the problem of disarmament! 
There is existing a misconception which repre- 
sents Poland as a turbulent, aggressive and 
warlike people.

be ready to defend their independence against 
the foreign invader.

Poland is the only European State which, 
down to the 16th century, possessed no 
military force, except that of its armed and 
mounted nobles. 

‘Poland was the first country which virtu- 
ally disarmed about two centuries before any 
design of disarmament had ever been thought 
of. This happened in the 18th century, and 
the price was paid, for the untimely experi- 
ment was about 125 years of non-existence 
and humiliation. History has taught the 
Polish nation a lesson which only f could 
forget. We believe that the gradual process 
of disarmament must be made conditional 
upon the geographical position of any given 
country and its possible vulnerability, and 
should be preceded by moral disarmament. 
Two pacts of non-aggression have lately been 
concluded by Poland with her neighbours, 
Soviet Russia and Germany. These are, per- 
haps, the expression the spirit of 
moral disarmament which animates the Polish 
Government in all its moves on the interna- 
tional chessboard, and which forms, in their 
opinion, the most essential preparatory stage 

disarmament.” ,

| The Princes’ Rebuff 


For weeks past the British Government 
has been piloting its India Bill com- 
placently through the House of Commons. 
Its complacency has received an un- 
pleasant shock in the shape of news that 
the bill is unacceptable to the Chamber 
of Princes, on whose anticipated 
adherence the Government had relied un- 
falteringly. Only two or three wees ago 
the Chamber had declared itself willing 
to co-operate in a plan of federation; it 
had professed its belief, indeed, that 
federation was necessary to the well-being 
and contentment of India, and that a 
continuance of the present system could 
lead only to calamity. The Princes, how- 
ever, refused to pledge unconditional 
adherence to the British Government’s 
plan. They were ready to fall in with 
a federal scheme, but not with any 
particular scheme; and they refused 
te a”. eno” Rete ee 
White Paper project until they should 
have analysed it thoroughly, and decided 


whether or not it was likely to infringe 


their own sovereign rights. In the 
interval, as it appears, they have weighed 
the scheme in the balance, and have found 
it wanting. The rulers of fourteen of the 
States met last Monday, and concluded 
that the Indta Bill must be amended in 
certain essential respects before they can 
accept it. Nobody knows as yet which 
features of the bill are unacceptable to 
the Princes. They have handed a 
resolution to the Viceroy, which is said 
to point out several matters in which the 
bill diverges from the preliminary agree- 
ments between the British Government 
and the Princes; but no hint of these 
matters was divulged at yesterday’s 
session of the House of Commons. If Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and his colleagues are 
aware of the Princes’ 
they have given no 


real grievances, 
sign of their 
knowledge. 

Clearly the news has caused acute em- 
barrassment to the British Government. 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin recently described 
the Princes’ assent as ‘‘ the linchpin of 
the structure ” of Indian reform ; and, as. 


Mr. Winston Churchill pointed out in the 


course of last night’s debate in the 
Commons, the linchpin has been pulled 
out bodily. Sir Samuel Hoare’s speech 


betrayed the Government’s nervousness 
He could offer no reasonable explanation 
of the Princes’ attitude, and had to con- 
tent himself with the excuse that ‘‘ there 
must be a mistake somewhere.” The 
burning question now is whether the 
Government will hold up the bill. All 
agreements with the Princes, insisted Sir 
Samuel Hoare, had been carried out by 
the Government ; but he promised that if 
any irreconcilable differences should 
appear between their attitude and the 
attitude of the Government, the whole 
position would be reconsidered. Mr. 
Macdonald’s supporters, of course, hope 
that no such reconsideration will be 
necessary. Yet, to anybody who has 
observed the jealousy with which the 
Indian Princes cling to every particle of 
their rights, these hopes must seem 
to be vain. With or without reason, 
the Princes are persuaded that the India 
Bill, in its present form, involves infringe- 


| ments of their sovereignty, and we shall 


be surprised if they abandon the view 
without the surest guarantees that it is 
mistaken. Every one of them hag his 
position defined by á treaty with the 
British Government, and will not allow 
it to be weakened by an Act of Parlia- 
ment. The bill can become an Act, and 
can be carried into effect, without the 
Princes’ approval ; but in that case their 
domains will not be subject to its pro- 
visions, and the proposed federation will 


| be a patchwork thing, falling sadly short 


of the Government’s design. If the scheme 
is to become even a technical success, it 
must possess the adherence of the native 
States 

The whole situation is very eels 
and British prestige may suffer severely 
before a final solution is reached. Now 
that the Princes have announced their 
dissatisfaction with the White Paper 
scheme, it has virtually no friends left 
except the members of Mr. Macdonald’s 
Cabinet. The Indian Congress, consist- 
ing of the very people whom the scheme 
was designed to placate, has rejected it. 
Unacceptable to the l’rinces because it 
infringes their sovereignty, and un- 
acceptable to the Congress because the 
extremists want a greater measure of in- 
dependence than it bestows, the bill is 
absolutely barren of support in India. 
Nine-tenths of the Hindu majority ¢> not 
care a rap how they are governed, so 
long as they are lefi in peace, while the 
minorities are terrified of any change 
which will weaken British authority, 
inasmuch as such a change must expose 
them to persecution. England's resent- 
ment is even greater, and there are signs 
that the Conservative discontent, which 
has been kept within bounds thus far by 
fear of the Government's resignation, will

reached its final stages. Mr. Macdonald 
would be well advised to take advantage 
of this latest check to his plans, and to 
reconsider the problem of Indian govern- 
ment. The present scheme manifestly will 
not suit. The Government could not have 
deferretl without a fatal loss of prestige 
to the will either of the Conservative 
Party or of the Indian Congress; but the 
Princes’ opposition has presented it with 
an excellent and convincing excuse for a 
change of mind. We have little doubt 
that ‘the withdrawal of the existing 
scheme, and its replacement by some 
thing less comprehensive, would save the 
National Government at the polls. Any 
change, of course, would mean trouble in 
India—but trouble must be anticipated 
whether or not the bill becomes law. 
—— 


An Appeal to Cesar 


At its meeting yesterday the Belfast 
Corporation included no provision for the 
education levies in its rate of 13s. 2d. in 
the pound. By another resolution it 
endorsed a recent suggestion of its Finance 
Committee that the validity of these levies 
should be tested by an appeal to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
Thus begins officially a ” which has 
been impending since last Spring. When 
the Minister of Finance introduced his 
last Budget he found himself faced with 
the necessity to reduce the income tax in 
order to keep pace with the reduction in 
Great Britain, and had to make good the 
concession from some other source. 
Accordingly, he announced that, in future, 
part of the education levy must be met 
by a special rate on the municipalities. 
The rate was to be sixpence in the pound 
for the year 1934-35, and a shilling in the 
pound for the next year. From the first, 
the proposal aroused the keenest resent- 
ment, especially in Belfast. . While the 
Government maintained that it was- only 
copying the British scheme, by which part 
of the cost of education is provided by 
local authorities, the Corporations held 
that education always had been a State 
service in Ireland, that they could not 
afford an additional rate, in any case, and 
that the new imposts were no more than 
taxes disguised as rates. The last objection, 
indeed, involved a question of principle on 
which the Belfast Corporation would not 
yield, though it showed itself willing to 
help the Government in a search for some 
way out of the difficulty. At the 
“Stormont Conference,”’ held a few weeks 
ago between Lord Craigavon and the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast, a scheme was devised 
by which the Corporation would not raise 
the rate, while the Government would be 
allowed to withhold grants for the current 
year equivalent to the yield of a sixpenny 
rate. This solution, which was intended 
only as a stop-gap until some better plan 
could be evolved, put . into 
practice. The Corporation feared that the 
withholding of grants both for 1934-35 and 
1935-36 might saddle it with a serious 
deficit, and, turning its thoughts once 
again to the principle involved by the 
levy, decided to bring the whole matter 
before the Privy Council. This body, no 
doubt, will decide how money for educa- 
tion is to be raised in Northern Ireland, 
but behind that question, 
pointed out before, there is another of 
much greater importance. The situation 
arose in the first place because Northern 
Ireland is handicapped by her Imperial 
contribution, and she will continue to have 
difficulties until there is some change in 
her financial relations with Westminster.

Mr. Hobbs 


John Berry. Hobbs, whose retirement 
from first class cricket has just been 
announced, probably was the greatest 
batsman that the game has produced. As 
a stylist he ranks with Ranjitsinjhi and 
Victor Trumper, as a machine for the 
production of runs he could hold his own 
with Don Bradman or C. G. Macartney 
at their best, and as a first wicket bats- 
man—a man to break the heart of the 
stoutest bowler—he had no superior. 
Hobbs, however, was something more than 
a great batsman: he was one .of the 
world’s finest cricketers. He made his 
living by the game, and, therefore, was 
not allowed in some pavilions to use the 
same gate as the amateurs; but, if ever 
& man exemplified the best traditions of 


English cricket, that man was J. B. 
Hobbs. He had a long career at the 
game. He was the mainstay of the 


Surrey team for many years, following 
Tom Hayward as the idol of the Oval 
crowd, and for more than twenty years 
he was one of England’s opening batsmen 
against Australia. During all that 
period, whether in county cricket or in 
test matches, Hobbs played the game as 
it ought to be played. He was as 
popular in Australia as he was in England. 
[In victory or in defeat he always was a 
perfect sportsman, and his conduct on and 
off the field set an example to amateurs 
and professionals alike. Last year— 
although he was more than fifty years of 
uge—Hobbs was playing magnificent 
cricket. Indeed, if he had been included 
in the England team against the Aus- 
tralians, the ‘‘ashes’’ might not have 
been lost so easily. During his career he 
scored more than 61,000 runs, and had 
no fewer than 197 centuries to his credit 
— feat that is not likely to be equalled 
for many a long day. He has retired 
from. the game now, not because his 
powers as a cricketer have failed him, but 
because he is anxious that younger men 
should nave a chance to prove their worth. 
Tf he plays cricket again—and who can 
donbt that he will be tempted ?—he will 
appear no longer as Hobbs, but as Mr. 
Hobbs, having ceased to be a professional. 
One of these days, perhaps, the M.C.C. 
will appreciate the humour of 
anomaly.

In moving to report progress, Mr. 
Churchill said that the differences that 
had come to the surface were by no means 
mere matters of drafting, or small points 
which could be cleared up on the report 
stage. The resolution passed by the 
Princes constituted an entirely new poli- 
tical situation, so far as the fortune of 
this bill was concerned, and he could not 
understand how, in the face of the altera- 
tions proposed by a body whose concur- 
rence was indispensable to the progress of 
the bill, they could be expected to discuss 
the clauses which dealt with the question 
of accession. They did not yet know what 
those amendments were, and the House 
was confronted with the prospect of dis- 
cussing a hypothetical matter. 

The question of the accession of the 
Princes was the foundation of the whole 
policy of the Government. He was not at 
all surprised at this change in the opinion 
of the active minority of the Princes, cr 
whom the Government had hitherto relied 
as the champions of their policy. And it 
should not be overlooked that the Minis- 
ters of the States were in agreement with 
the Princes. That was remarkable, be- 
cause the Ministers would naturally be 
very much in favour of federation. Thus, 
all the articulate elements in Indian poll- 
tical life, from Congress to the Princes, 
were arrayed against this bill. 

What course did the Government now 
propose to pursue? It was certain that 
the Princes were definitely against this 
kind of federation at this particular time, 
and that nothing would lead them to quit 
the solid rock of their treaties with the 
King-Emperor. Nothing in the bill was 
worth anything unless the Princes came 
in.. But the Federal plan was dead, and 
every day its decomposition would become 
more evident. As the summer advanced 
it would become still more offensive.

SIR S. HOARE’S REPLY 


Sir Samuel Hoare (Secretary for India) 
said that they were attempting to deal 
withone of themost complex questions that 
ever faced any. assembly, and they were 
attempting to deal with W with the 
Princes six thousand miles away.

undertakings he would see that they were 
carried out. In his view, and in the view 
of the Government, in every respect the 
agreements had been carried out, and, il 
the draftsmanship of the bill failed in 
any respect to show that that was the case, 
the clauses would be re-drafted so that 
beyond a shadow of doubt that the 
position was made clear. 

The Princes, so far as he was aware, 
were in agreement with the. Government 
that if there was to be a federation it 
must be an effective federation. Person- 
ally, he would not support any proposals 
for a sham federation. — The federation 
must be a real federation, exercising 
e“ective federal powers over a sufficient 
eld of India’s territory. If the Princes 
had altered their view in that respect they 


should say so clearly and categorically. | 


The sooner the House knew the position, 
the sooner everybody in India knew the 
position, the better for all parties con- 
cerned, 

In spite of this resolution, he had no 
reason to suppose the Princes had altered 
their conception of what an All-India 
federation should be; but, he added, “ if, 
in the near future, at any time, it appears 
that there are irreconcilable differences

He was quite certain 
that Parliament would never allow a bill 
of this kind to become a statute without 
knowing the kind of federation which was 
goin, to be set up. Nor could Parliament 
pass a bill of this kind if the result was 
going to be not one constitution in India, 
but possibly scores of different constitu- 
tions, He did not think that the Princes 
quite realised these implications. ' 

The Government were prepared to safe- 
guard the Princes’ position, and he was 
ready to give them an undertaking that the 
Government would deal sympathetically 
with any proposal they might make in con- 
nection with any clause in the bill other 
than those clauses dealing actually with 
the list of federal subjects. 

In regard to the treaties made with the 
Princes, he would give an undertaking in 
the most solemn and formal manner that 
they would regard those treaties as inviol- 
able. He admitted the complexity of this 
bill, but he hoped the House as a whole 
would avoid the temptation to exaggerate 
the difficulties, and would endeavour to 
remove rather than magnify them. 


LABOUR ATTITUDE 


Mr. Morgan Jones (Labour) considered 
that Mr. Churchill had done the proper 
thing in moving to report progress. If the 
right hon. gentleman had not done so, the 
Labour Party would have raised the matter 
of the Princes’ resolution at the earliest 
possible moment. The Labour Party were 
in favour of a federation, but the more he 
studied the proposals in the bill the more 
alarmed he became at their implications. 
He and his friends certainly could not 
agree to fhe handing over to the Princes of 
a blank cheque to be filled in anyhow. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain (Conservative) 
said that the Princes had not changed their 
attitude towards federation. From the very 
first they put forward certain conditions, 
and they did not think that those condi- 
tions were fully satisfied by the bill. The 
Princes would not be able to see the full 
picture until the bill received the approval 
of both Houses: of Parliament, and to 
adjourn the discussion now in order that 
further light might be obtained was merely 
to enter upon a circle which had no end. 
Mr. Churchill had approached this matter 
from the point of view of a man who had 
never been enamoured of a National 
Government. 

Mr. Churchill—My right honourable 
friend is doing me an injustice. I have 
dealt with this question on its merits. | 
took that line years before the .vational 
Government was formed. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain—My right 
honourable friend does nui deny that he 
is not in line wtih the National Govern- 
ment ?

MR. FRANK MacDERMOT'S 
LETTER

Mr. Frank MacDermot, in a letter to 
The Times from Leinster House, Dublin, 
dated February 21st, writes :— 

It is unlucky that the letters of Mr. 
Amery and Professor Coupland on 
Dominion status will not be as .widely 
read in Ireland as the recent speech of 
Mr. Thomas, because they would .be more 
likely to produce good results. The fact 
is that admonitions in regard to the 
sanctity of agreements fall very flat. The 
abrogation of the gold clause in America, 
the attitude of various nations towards 
the Treaty of Versailles, the history of 
War debts—including the War debt from 
Great Britain to America—and the lack 
of evidence on the part of the Govern- 
ments of the world of any very scrupulous 
adherence to the letter or the spirit of 
either the Covenant of the League of 
Nations or the Kellogg Pact have created 
an atmosphere in which a country 
which insisted on always keeping its 
word, would feel uncomfortably priggish. 
And at the present moment some of those 
who rae! us are engaged in an active 
campaign, conducted under the most 
aristocratic auspices, Íor repudiating the 
solemn promises.of Great Britain to India. 
Add to all this the circumstances that we 
have too tenacious a recollection of certain 
episodes in Irish history to be able to 
escape a sense of incongruity when a 
British Minister makes this particular 
complaint against us. 

If British statesmen are really in- 
terested in getting the Irish question 
settled, rather than in justifying them- 
selves to their supporters, they will for- 
get about the Treaty as quickly 
as possible, and, by depriving Mr. 
de Valera of his grievance’ with 
regard to alleged compulsion, make 
it necessary for him to face the agonising 
choice of whether or not to be a member 
of the British Commonwealth. When he 
claims that this is a question that we 
should freely decide for ourselves he has 
the assent of practically tne entire com- 
munity in this country. The difference 
is between those of us who believe that 
for practical purposes this right is already 
established, and those who, like Mr. de 
Valera, do not believe it, mainly because 
they do not want to. The bulk of Mr. de 
Valera’s Party are now definitely against 
setting up a Republic—unless the logical 
economic consequences of separation from 
Great Britain can be in some way evaded— 
which could only function in the area 
covered by the Free State, and, on the 
other hand, in. response to the most 
insistent invitations they have been un- 
able to give the least hint of any prac- 
ticable proposals for securing a Republic 
covering the whole of Ireland. 

In spite of a strength in the country, 
based on largesse, they are, therefore, con- 
fronted with the danger of a breakdown 
in the principal article of their policy. 
As long as the British Government obliges 
by harping on the Treaty,.no progress 
is likely to be made, but if the real issue 
could be exposed to view, as a choice 
between allegiance to the Crown—as the 
symbol of a free partnership—on t:> one 
hand, and complete separation on the 
other, the prospects of a settlement would 
be immensely improved.

Before leaving 
Dublin he paid the usual courtesy visits 
of farewell to his diplomatic colleagues 
in the Free State, among them being 
Monsignor Paschal Robinson, the Papal 
Nuncio. When he was saying good-bye 
to Monsignor Robinson he kissed his ring. 
A photograph of this incident was sent to 
Germany and published in a Niremberg 
newspaper. 

When Herr Hitler’s attention was 
drawn to this photograph he gave instruc 
tions for the immediate recall and dis 
missal from the Diplomatic Service of 
Dr. von Dehn, on the ground that his 
mode of farewell from Dr. Robinson was 
unworthy of a diplomatic representative 
of the Third Reich.

EAR-ADMIRALS. R. BAILEY, com- 

manding the Battle-Cruiser Squadron, 

was at a courtmartial at the Royal Naval 

Barracks, Portsmouth, yesterday, acquitted 

of a charge alleging that he had, by 

negligence or by default, hazarded His 
Majesty’s ships Hood and Renown. 

The charge arose out of the collision 
between the two vessels on January 23rd. 

When the public filed back to hear the 
Court’s verdict all eyes were turned to 
the Admiral’s sword on the table in front 
of the President. 

Its hilt was pointed towards Admiral 
Bailey—the sign that-he was acquitted. 

The unanimous decision of the Court 
was: “ The finding of this Court is that 
the charge against the accused is not 
proved. It, therefore, acquits him of the 
same.” 

After the decision of the Court had been 
announced Rear-Admiral Bailey was 
handed back his sword. 

The courtmartial was the first of three 
arising out of the collision, and Rear- 
Admiral Bailey is the first officer of flag 
rank to be tried before a courtmartial 
since the War. 

The officers to be tried in the other 
courts-martial are Captain F. T. B. 
Tower, in command of Hood, and Captain 
H. R. Sawbridge, in command of Renown. 


GUNFIRE SIGNAL 


Vice-Admiral FEF. A.. Astely-Rushton. 
commanding the Reserve Fleet, presided 
over the Court of nine high officers in full 
dress uniform. 

The sitting was heralded by the firing 
of a gun at Fort Blockhouse and the hoist- 
ing of the Jack on Nelson’s Victory. 

The prosecution alleged that Admiral 
Bailey, having ordered Hood to steer 254 
degrees and Renown to close her on a 
course of 194 degrees, “failed to take 
action to prevent the development of a 
situation in which risk of collision between 
the two ships arose.’’ 

Vice-Admiral W. M. James—the 
original of Millais’s famous painting 
‘“ Bubbles,’” and known throughout the 
Navy as “ Bubbles”? James—was Admiral 
Bailey’s “ friend,” or defending counsel. 

Officers from both ships gave evidence. 


ADMIRAL’S SIGNAL 


Lieutenant-Commander G. M. S. Stitt, 
of Renown, said that Admiral Bailey's 
signal for the exercise was given at 19} 
minutes past noon, and the collision oc- 
curred at 21, minutes past. 

When the ships were about two cables 
apart Kenown took action, “ but even then 
[ was convinced that Hood would put her 
wheel about and alter course.’’ 

Lieutenant-Commander C. F, W. St. 
Quinton, of Hood, was asked by Admiral 
James: ‘‘ Were you at all apprehensive 
that a dangerous situation might arise? ”' 

““No,” he replied. 

Midshipman D. Lambert, of Renown, a 
tall, fresh-faced boy, confessed that. he did 
not know the make of the wrist-watch with 
which he took certain times. 

“It's a midshipman’s watch,” com- 
mented Admiral James — and the Court 
laughed loudly. 


IN CLOSE ORDER 


Captain Sawbridge, of Renown, one of 
the officers awaiting courtmartial, said :— 

“The last signal I received, and no 
other up to the time of the collision, was 
when Hood was about 2} cables from Re- 
nown. That would be at 12.20. 

“I received the signal to form line 
ahead in close order. I gave orders first 
of all for half-speed astern, immediately 
followed by the other full-speed astern. 

“ When the collision occurred Renown's 
engines were stopped, and there was no 
way at all.” 

He had expected Hood to put her wheel 
over and bring Renown astern. Hood had 
ample time to signal. 

Captain Tower, commanding the Hood. 
and Flag Officer to Admiral Bailey, said 
that Hood and Renown were 7 cables 
apart when the signal to proceed in line 
shed was received. This was flying 
four minutes. The ‘ executive’? came 
two minutes before the collision. 

Captain Tower said that he was con- 
vinced that, when the signal was given, 
there was ample room for the Admiral’s 
orders to be executed. He could not 
suggest any orders which Admiral Bailey 
could have given afterwards. 

Captain Tower added: “ I was conscious 
after the collision of a feeling of grati- 
tude towards the Admiral for not inter- 
fering with me in what | considered was 


my job.”’ 


“MAKING A BAD SHOT” 


Admiral -Bailey, giving evidence on his 
own behalf, said that his signal was com. 
osed deliberately and was fully discussed 
ais it was issued. It was straight- 
forward and couched in the usual terms, 
There was no ulterior or ambiguous mean 
ing. 

There was never a shadow of doubt in 
his mind that Renown would hesitate to 
follow the usual procedure and resume her 
station in line. On two occasions just 
before the collision Renown had resumed 
her station correctly without being given 
any more detailed orders than to rejoin, 

‘* My impression at the time was that 
Renown was carrying out the mancuvres 
badly—in fact, that she was making a bad 
shot,’’ he added. ‘' The one thing which 
a ship in Renown’s position would not do 
would be to proceed on her course and ex 
pect a flagship which was guiding the fleet 
to make way for her.’’ 

He could think of no form of signa] he 
could have sent which would have been 
more appropriate, excepting that he had 
been prepared to command Renown him- 
self. 

The Admiral revealed that he had been 
captain of Renown. 

Admiral James, in his speech for the 
defence, said: ** Our training has always 
been directed to fostering initiative and 
placing reliance on the judgment of com- 
manding officers.’’ 

The verdict was unanimous, 

The President of the Court himself 
walked round and handed back Admiral) 
Bailey’s sword. As he did so he said in a 
low voice: “Í give you this with 
pleasure.”’ 

The courtmartial on Captain Sawbridge, 
of Renown, will open to-day.

BRITISH TROOPS IN

NEW DELHI, Tuesday. 


British troops have been sharply en- 
gaged on the North-West Frontier with 
the followers of the Faqir of Alingar, the 
notorious outlaw and firebrand. For some 
time past the Faqir has been fomenting 
trouble in the Malakand area, and on 
Friday he crossed the River Swat with 
400 followers and terrorised the town 0! 
Agra. He was joined by Fagfur Khan, 
another outlaw, who raided villages in the 
surrounding districts. On Saturday the 
Government of India despatched to the 
area a force consisting of guides, part of 
the Duke of Wellington’s Regiment, 
mountain artillery, and units of the Royal 
Air Force. The troops encountered the 
enemy and forced them to retreat after a 
sharp engagement, in Which the tribesmen 
suffered 23 casualties. 

The Government forces had one killed 
and two wounded. 

The column then ‘advanced to Agra, 
where they were cordially received by the 
whole Jirga (council of headmen which 
governs each frontier tribe). The Facir, 
after failing to raise a further Lashkar, 
withdrew across the Swat River, and is 
believed to have left the Utmankhe! 
country. 

It will be remembered that it was the 
Faqir who was responsible for kidnapping 
the nineteen-year-old daughter of Mr. 
Williams, of Simla, from British. India 
last summer. Her recovery was only 
effected with the greatest difficulty.

On the 
contrary, the Government has done, and is 
doing, a great deal, in the first place, to 
create conditions in which expansion of any 
kind is safe, and, in the second place, to 
stimulate expansion in the safest and most 
fruitful directions. ‘The illusion that 
nothing is being done arises from a number 
of different causes. There are hotheads 
who insist upon running freak candidatures 
at by-elections, and who rush to the 
extreme of denunciation in order to conceal 
their own folly in thus improving the 
prospects of their political opponents. 
There is Mr. Lloyd George, whose laudable 
efforts to get more and more done 
marred by the most unfair disparagement 
of what is being done already. Above all 

there is a general iguorance on the part of 
the public of what is being done, coupled 
with a widespread feeling that, though 
everyone recognises the Government’s 
admirable work in repairing the ravages of 
their predecessors, it is by no means so 
clear how they are going to build upon the 
foundations which they have restored. 

No sensible person wants what Mr. 
Chamberlain described at Bradford as a 
new sensation once a week, but to describe 
the Government's present policy as a mere 
continuation of the lines pursued during 
the past three and a-half years is unfair 
both to the policy and to the Government. 
lt is not true that the situation is exactly 
the same as it was three and a-half years 
ago, and, therefore, it is not true, provided 
only that the direction of affairs does not 
pene into incompetent and destructive 
ands, that the situation requires the same 
drastic and disagreeable measures. ‘The 
proof of a change lies in the restoration of 
the cuts, in the reduction of taxation by 
£40,000,000 a year, in the improvement of 
the export and home trades, in the return 
to work of nearly one million persons, in 
the better-prospects of peace in Europe. 

The change itself for which the Govern- 
ment can claim great credit may be, 
perhaps, described best by saying that con- 
fidence, upon which all recovery has been 
and must be based, no longer depends upon 
cutting down here, there and everywhere.

The Ulster Court of Appeal to-day dis- 
missed the appeal of Michael Tierney, of 
Tullymacrieve, Co. Armagh, against a fine 
of £100, or six monchs’ imprisonment, for a

The case came before the Court after the 
Divisional Court had been equally divided 
on the question of making absolute a con- 
ditional order to quash tne penalty on the 
ground that it was bad law. 

Appellant had originally been charged on 
information under a section of the Customs 
law which involved a penalty of one month's 
imprisonment. Meanwhile new summonses 
had been served, and on this he was con- 
victed and fined £100, or six months’ im- 
prisonment without hard labour. 

Appellant coatended that the proceedings 
against him were without order of the 
Commissioners of Excise, and were, there- 
fore, not rightly started. He had obtained 
a conditional order against the magistrates 
quashing his conviction. 

Lord Justice Andrews, giving judgment, 
said that he came to the conclusion that 
there was quite sufficient in the summons and 
informatien, onus which was then 
cast upon the defendant had not been dis- 
cha by him, and accordingly the con- 
ditional order should be discharged.

ALWAYS BAD 


Mr. J. Hughes said that he, as a Labour 
representative, strongly protested against the 
continuance of the Public Safety Act, because 
he believed that it was most harmful to the 
citizens of this country, and was the means 
of keeping*the people disunited. The Act had 
always been a bad one, was still a bad one, 
and they could not possibly make bad good. 
He proposed that the Government be re- 
ky to repeal the Act and that the five 

.D.’s for Clare be requested to move in the 
matter. 

Mr. Sean Hayes (F.F.) seconded, and said 
that the so-called Public Safety Act was an 
Act of coercion resurrected to keep this 
country in subjection. 

Mr. P. Burke (U.LP.) said that he never 
hiked the Act, which had been a bad one 
when first enacted, and worse still when con- 
tinued. It was not a wise thing to be arrest. 
ing citizens of the State when they proclaimed 
their political views, even though against the 
Government. Such action was not im the 
interest of peace and harmony in Ireland. 

Mr. T. Falvey (U.LP.) said that most of 
the men arrested recently had been colleagues 
of his in the old Farmers’ Union. They were 
all decent, eos men. 

Mr. C. Halpin (U.1.P.) said the Cork 
farmers had been atrested simply because they 
had asserted their rights as farmers, and not 
as politicians. The Land League was the only 
hope for rescuing this country from the 
morass into which it had fallen. 

Mr. T. G. Burke (F.F.)—Oh, you are try- 
ing to blow up John Bull now. You are 
lonesome after poor John. 

Mr. Hayes said that he would ask the 
Council to adopt the resolution. He did 
not care what Government was in power. His 
appeal for repeal of the Public Safety Act 
was not made on behalf of anybody with en 
imperialistic outlook. His opposition to the 
Act was because it had been enacted with 
the object of crushing for ever the national 
spirit and the desire of the Irish people to 
live their own lives in an independent way. 

Mr. Purcell (U.1.P.)—You are only appeal- 
ing on behalf of a section of the people. 
That is only what I call bluff, and you 
have been bluffing a long time. 

Mr. Hayes—lI á made a clear and con- 
cise statement, and I speak here as a Re- 
publican. 

Mr. Purcell—And why don’t you proclaim 
a Republic? 

Mr. Hayes—I do not expect courtesy from 
you or any person who did not fight or suffer 
for national independence. 


IMPRISONED 

Mr. J. Melody (F.F.) supported the resolu- 
tion, and said that he was the only member 
of the Covncil who had been imprisoned 
under the Public Safety Act, and had re- 
mained inside until the Act had temporarily 
expired. 

Mr. E. Murphy (U.I.P.) Why imprison 
men to-day for doing what they were told 
was the right and proper thing to do in 
1922? If it were right at that time, is it 
not right to-day? 

Mr. T. Shalloo (F.F.)—And why were men 
imprisoned and executed in 1 and 1922 
for what they were told was right in 1918 


‘and 1919! 


Mr. Murphy—It is just as bad to imprison 
them now in 1935. 

There was no amendment to the resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously.

made an intensive examination of the le 
Sir Bernard’s examination was carved’ ott 
primarily to ascertain the time that had 
ela between the dismemberment of the 
limbs and the discovery of the parcel in the 
train. He was asked to make this further 
examination in consequence of a conference 
between Chief Inspector Donaldson and the 
Coroner. | 
No statement was issued after the detec- 
tives’ conference. 
Two clues which are being followed up by 
the scores of detectives engaged in the inves- 
tigation—under Chief Inspector Donaldson 
and Superintendent Helby—were forthcoming 
yesterday. 
They were finger prints found on the 
leather dranght-excluder door post and 
advertisement frames of the carriage 
in which the legs were found, and 
statements by the stationmaster and a book- 
stall clerk at Hounslow Station, they noticed 
three men, one of whom boarded the 1.6 
p.m. train for Waterloo on Monday. The 
clerk says they had a brown paper parcel. 


A TALL MAN 


The impression deduced from the examina- 
tions of the legs is that they belonged to a 
man between 50 and 30 years of age, of 
rather more than average height, of medium 
build, with feet approximating to size nine 
in shoes. 

The indications are that the man was of 
fairly good station, the legs being clean, and the 
feet well kept. It has ui established that 
the legs were severed cleanly from the knee 
joint, and the degree of skill and anatomi- 
ceal knowledge indicated is one of the fac- 
tors pointing to the possibility of a hoax. 
A man of education—probably with some 
surgical experience—would not be likely, if 
he had committed a crime, to have used 
such a way of disposing of the legs. 

Until the hoax ibility has defi- 
nitely sabstunbinied, however, the elaborate 
police investigations are being continued on 
the basis that this is a crime. 

The search for further remains is one of 
the main lines of inquiry. 

Files of missing men whose appearance 
might tally with the meagre description 
which has been built up in the present 
mystery are being searched. 

he police are investigating the discovery 
by a cleaner early on Monday of some ban- 
dages and cotton wool in a carriage. He had 
thrown them away, but they have been 
recovered. 


RED-HAIRED PASSENGER 


Mr. A. J. Lawrence, stationmaster at 
Hounslow, told a reporter yesterday that his 
attention was drawn on Monday afternoon to 
three men who were lounging about in the 


waitingroom. One of them was particularly 


noticeable, because he had bright ginger hair. 
When the 1.6 train for Waterloo came in the 
ginger-haired man got inside, but the other 
two men remained on the platform. He said: 
“I could not see whether the man who 
stepped into the train was carrying a parcel.

Plaster casts of the legs have been taken.

In the event of the discovery of further 
remains of a body an inquest will be held.

HE romance and possibilities of a great 
T British industry are the theme of an 
exhaustive survey which has just been 
published by the International Tin Research 
and Development Council under the title of 

‘Tinplate and Canning in Great Britain.’ 
I'm is the vital element in countless manu- 
factures, from the making of miners’ lamps 
and the tips of boot-laces to the production 
of electric torches and—thanks to the dis- 
covery of a French-chef and an Englishman, 
who received five guineas for introducing it 
to Britam—the preservation of the world’s 
foods. 

It. is with this last function of tin and 
tinplate that the survey largely deals. The 
pertection of canning processes has involved 
many years of ate ll § and has given em- 
ployment to thousands, placed the most deli- 
cate of produce of distant lands upon our 
tables, established one of the most flourishing 
industries in the Empire, brought great areas 
of land unde: cultivation, and oe 
affected the health of millions of people 

Although the survey touches upon the pro- 
gress made by canning in various parts of the 
wor", it concentrates upon Britain, leaving 
other countries to subsequent issues. Britain 
has been selected for the initial publication 
not only because she has played a pioneer 
part in the development of tinplate manu- 
facture, but also becaus se in Britain canning 
offers an example of t'e rapid development of 
an industry during a period of industrial 
depression. 


HISTORICAL SURVEY 


Some hundreds of years ago, the survey 
states, a disgruntled tin miner left Cornwall 
and settled in Bohemia, 
tinplate industry. The enterprise flourished, 
at eventually a monk endowed with com- 
mercial instinct as well as natural piety left 
Saxony to discover its secrets, and returned 
with all the information he required. From 
Saxony Andrew Yarranton brought the pro- 
cess to England. In 1670 a charter of 
incorporation was granted to workers in tin- 
plate and—an interesting contemporary touch 
this—an import duty was a ilttle later 
imposed in order to stimulate home produc- 
tion. 3 

In 1720 a factory was established at Pontv- 
pool, and, in time, Wales became the world’s 
chief source of supply. Then followed succes- 
sive phases of technical development, the 
most important application being in .canning. 
A Frenchman, Appert, was the first to eluci- 
date the principles of preserving foodstuffs by 
heating and sealing them in a container. Fe 
could not explain the why and wherefore of 
his discovery, but the scientific explanation 
came later from the great Pasteur

IRISHMAN’S SPEECH AT 
CAMBRIDGE UNION 


The Cambridge Union last night discussed 
‘the old school tie.”’ 

Mr. J. W. Wellwood, 
College Historical Society, Trinity College. 
Dublin, supporting the motion ‘That this 
House declines to wear the Old Schoo! Tie, 
said that the old school tie was symbolised 
for the vast majority of Irishmen by the 
Union Jack. To many Africans, Irishmen 
and Indians it symbolised hatred and 
arrogance. That. was because under that 
flag the British nation had conquered the 
world, led bv public schoolboys. The 
qualities symbol lised by it were qualities that 
were not worthy of the great English nation. 

The public school system was a tremendous 
blot on the English educational system, and 
it was a system which would be wiped out 
in the future, 

Mr. C. J..M Alport, of Pembroke College. 
opposing the motion, said that the old schoo! 
tie was a strange Freemasonry which became 
useful in a dozen different parts of the world.

Secondly, 
canned food contains all the nutritive 
stituents of the fresh material, and may, in 
some cases, be even richer in certain ini- 
portant accessory food factors than food pre- 
pared in the usual wav from fresh material.”
